UNKHOWN MAN'S GREAT GRIME. 



nie Caabiar Shot Ilown and an Inoflren- 
•Iva Parrnar Killed by the Deaparado. 
All KCbrta to Captaro tba OrimUaal Are 
ia T«te and tha Oroat 0«ta««a la Ltobia 
to Oa Vap«alaba4. 

Lima, O., Aug. 10.— A aingle man, 
armed with a pair of reyolrera, com- 
■itled the boldest robbery that haa been 
M tu fa ' bU d in thia ■sotioa of OUo at a 
raw minotM after • o'clock Saturday 
morning. The dare-deviVa deed did not 
Btop at robbery, an he cominitte*! mur- 
der as well, beeules mortally wounding 
another man. The scene of the trairedy 
was the Exchange bank, the only instita* 
tioD of its kind, At Odiuiibaa Qro?«, a 
■man TUIagc of about t,000 inhaMtaatt, 
situated within fourteen milee of this city 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Railroad. 

At 9 o'clock Saturday mominjj. a man 
went into Crawford's hardware Ktore 
and asked t« look at revolvers. He 
selected two autonifttice, iiJ-calilM-r. and 
started out, Having, • I in .lesse .raineB 
the second, anJ am goiiiu to jianit the 
town rwl." Crawford lul lowed to 
the d()<ir when a revolver wa.« jiointe-i at 
him. and he waH ordered to tstaud bat'k. 
Crawford dodged below the conbler. 
and the mini walke<l out. The Exchauge 
bank in nest d(M)r to the hardware store, 
divided by a hallway, and into the ba;«k 
the fellow went. 

The jiartielars of the double crime are 
startling and cold-blooded, and rival the 
boldest depredation of the notori()U8 
outlaw, Jesse Jainet, and his gang. 

The tragedy has aroused the entire 
portion of the country for milew alKiut, 
and there is no question but that he 
will be killed, as it is not possible that 
he will consent to be taken alive, and. if 
he should, the feeling is so intense that 
he would atirely be - aummarily dealt 
with. 

The man who committed the double 
crime had been noticed about the 
town for a day or ao. He had called at 
Kohli & Wells' livery bam and inquired 
if they had any cheap horms for sale. 
No one knew him, ana it is not known 
where he kept himself while he planned 
for hia bold break. After f ullv ae'-idiiig 
upon his plan of operation the robber 
went to John Crawford's hardware store, 
near the bank, and bought a box of 
cartridgeH. He then asked to see some 
revolvers. He picked up two big ones, 
and, loading tiiem, presented tnem at 
the proprietor's head with the remark: 
"I'm a second Jesse James, d— n you." 
The jiroprietor doclged behind tiie t onnt- 
er.and the utranger slipp<'d out. 

A few minutes later the terrible trage- 
dy at the bank was enacted. After leav- 
ing the hardware store, the fellow 
walked to the Exchange bank, three 
doors away, and there carried out his 
desperate work. The Exchange bank is 
owned by Simon Maple, and is a thriv- 
ing in.stitution. His son, Thomas .1. 
Maple, is cashier of the Dank. He open- 
ed up as tisual Saturday morning. Being 
Saturday, a heavy businflaa was «np|ect- 
•d, and lie had taken out OTcr 91,900 in 
greenbacks and bad them near the pay- 
ing teller's window. To protect the 
money lying on the counter, a plate glaaa 
window, about two feet high, is ran 
round the top of the bar. 

Sitting on a chair in the lobby was 
Abe Syford, of Kalida, who had come to 
town u> transact some business at the 
bank. His chair was tilted back as he 
conversed with the cashier, who was not 
busy, owing to the early hoxir of the 
day. Suddenly the scene was changed 
to one of the wildest excitement. There 
appeared in the open door, of the bank 
a man evidently on mischief bent In 
either hand he floiirlalied a monster re- 
volver. His eyes roved wlldhr about 
the room, and without a irard M began 
diooting. The first ball flew hanalessly 
throngh the air and lodmd In tha wall 
above the cashier's haao. 

Before Mr. Maple could make a move 
to secure the revolver that vraa always 
kept for such aa emergency, a second 
sholfrom the robber's revolver shat- 
tered the bones of his right arm. An- 
other shot and the cashier fell from his 
chair, pierced in the right side by a 
deadly ball. Syford had been a sOent 
witness of the crime. He coold not stir 
nor speak. He expected every minate 
his turn would come next, and be was 
Tiaralyzed with fear. Turning to him, 
the deeparado spoke for the first time, 
and in the foulest language ordered him 
not to stir or he would meet a similar 
fate. 

At this iuncture, William Vander- 
niark, an old farmer appeared on the 
scene. He deliberately walked to his 

death. .\» ho stepped inside the door 
the villain heard him. The old man 
thought it a little strange that he had 
heard siiooting inside a bank. He had 
read of the wUd pranks of the James and 
Youn>,'er brothers, but that was out west 
where Mu h thin^ts might be expected. 
The desperat*' man within could take no 
chaiues, however. He knew not the 
old mail's erniud. and having gone thus 
far, did not intend to be ba tiled. With- 
out a word lie faceii the farmer and lev- 
eled the gun at him. The unfortiiate 
victim liad turned just half way round 
when the ball struck him in the side just 
above the hip autl passed almost through 
his bodv. 

He tell bleeding and senseless, while 
Syford sal lioiritied and six?li-bouiid. 
With the liu; < iid of the revolvers the 
fellow broke t lie plate-glass, and, shov- 
ing his arm through the ragged ai)era- 
ture, raked uj) all the money, amoiuit 
ing to about i^l.'Jlttl. and thrust it into 
the side ptickets of lii.-^ h.iiK .-ark coat. 
Just then a farmer uame<l Silas Mc- 
<'omb. who was driving along the street, 
was attracted by the shots. The fellow 
Ktepped to the door and ordere<l him to 
djriy£ on, and euipiiuaized.his ordei's by 



uisonargiiig several chaniliers of his re- 
volver at McComb, who fortunately e.M- 
caped being hit by the leaden missiles, 
although one Ol them went through his 
hat and gTMsd'tbs Mieathatopof 
his head. 

The inquiring farmer lost no time 
whatever in driving away and attending 
to his own business. By this time sev- 
eral people had been attracte<l by tlu- 
eonnds of the shots. The desiM>rado in- 
side realized that it was time for him to 
be skipping. Again brandishing his re- 
volver in true western style, he dashed 
out on the street. There was a wild 
ftcatterment on the part of the people. 
No one was looking for thieves and mur- 
derers, and there was not a weapon in 
the crowd. The greatest excitement 
prevailed near the bank. W. T. Mi^, 
a brother of the wo— dafi 
a dry goods store. 

He heard the sounds of firing and was 
hurrying to the front of the store to find 
out the cause, when he received the 
startling intelligence from an individ'.tal 
that his father and brother had been 
killed and the bank robbed. Hurn inj 
out on the street he caught sight or tne 
fieeing fr<>ebooter running at the top of 
hte speed. The fellow ran down an a;:ey 
several doom below the bank, was 
last seen di»appearing into a Mg OOm- 
field at the edge of town. 

The wildest kind of mmors were 
afloat, and the news spread over the 
town and surrounding country like wild- 
fire. T. J. Maple, the cashier, soon re- 
covered ooosoioasnees and was able to 
keep up long enough to direct the 
movements of the others. He has a bad 
arm, but it is thought the wound in the 
side is not serious. The ball passed 
through too near the flesh to reach any 
vital jMiint. 

Fanner Vandemark was found to be 
the worst injured. He was flicked up 
tenderly and carr ed to a physician's of- 
fice. An examination of the wound de- 
veloped the fact it is necessarily fatal. 
The doctor probed for the ball, but was 
unable to locate it, though It is believed 
it lodged near the skin of the opposite 
side from the point of entrance. Mr. 
Vandemark is a farmer living about four 
miles from Ckdombos Grove, in Union 
township. Ha had driven into town 
with some hogs and received an order 
on the bank tat his money. He had jtist 
stepped in to present the order for pa; 
ment whan ho was straok down by ' 
leaden messenger of death. 

Realising that hia end was near he re 
queeted to oe conveyed his home, five 
miles in the country, aa^ he wanted to 
die there, and his wiah was gratifled. 
He haa a wife and several chUdnn. 
Cashisr Maple w«B at (mce remored to 
his lesidenoe on High street, where 
every atbmtion is being giTen hiioa, 

It was only a few nlurates after the 
shootiag nntU the entire town waa 
aronsed and posses were being organized 
to start hi .piursalt of tha robber. Tele 
grams were eent out to all snrronnding 
towns. The description of th^ellow is 
that he is about five feet aevep inehes 
t«^. heavy set, with foll^lBOS wd-smaU 
black mustache. He wore a black 
alpaca cap, long sack coat of the same 
material and color, blue striped pant 
and no vest. He appeared to be about 
thirty-five years da. He was known b}- 
no (me. but now that the affair has been 
enacted there are several who claim to 
have seen him h^nglny about the town 
for several days. 

Business was suspended immediately 
after the affair, business men locking 
their doors and joining in the pursuit 
with lawyers, doctors and other profes- 
sional men as well as the laharing men. 
who left their work with tne intention 
of avenging the crime. A large square 
was formed several miles in length, and 
the march commenced. Every few 
minutes messengers came back to the 
town bearing the latest information re- 
garding the whereabouts of the desper- 
ado. 

The first news received was that he 
had been seen on foot near Rockport, six 
miles southeast of Columbus Qrove, and 
later word was received that the s^iuare 
was gradually being closed up. and that 
they were within a few minutes of him. 
"The men are armed with all sorts of 
weapons, from guns to revolvers, knives 
and clubs. It would be folly for the 
fugitive to make any ret-istunce. But it 
is exp«cte«l that he will make a desperate 
fight for his life, which will surely be 
taken if he is seen, whether he makes 
any resistance or not. 

li is now said that the desperado is 
beyond reach , and it is unestiouable if 
he is ever caaght at all. After the chase 
was given up the man stopped with 
some laborers building a pii)e line about 
two miles east of Beaver Dam and 
at the i rossing of the Lake Erie rail- 
road at a point one mile west of Bluff- 
ton, Pa. He went into a pasture and 
stole a black mare at 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning fotir miles east off Blufftoii. 
He followed a f:inner and hia family 
home'who had lieen attending a show 
and with his ready revolver TffTtHV* 
them to get him a meal. 

The stolen horse was tied to the 
branches of a tree by a rope lialter dur- 
ing his stay at this place, and an atteu'^t 
was made to l)n>' a liuf^gy and harnei,(< 
or even a LridU- trom tlie farmer, but 
the attempt wa.s in vain. It is highly 
probable that the hunted man has rode 
his horse int(j Fiudlay, jumped a tricn 
and is by this time far awny. It was al- 
most noon yesterday liet' re the the't 
of the horse was discovered, and muvi 
later when the direction taken was 
learned. Hundreds of men are in li e 
chase now where there were t. <\ 
Saturday, and the time -pent alio. it 
the bushes from which the bird has fled.

ADVENTUREKS OF THE RUSH. 



A Niiiiiber of Vphb^U PpralaS IS Catelilng 

hmu III UaflMiioe of the O at tod stst** 
•«4 BHMaW qewrameals aeperU Sont 

to tho TraaskSy Pspartmebt by Other 
Stoaaiors. 

Washuiotun. Aug. 10.— Captain Coul- 
son, commanding the rsrsnue cutter 
Rush, reports to the treasury depart- 
ment, under date of Ounalaska, .Tnly d. 
that on the 6th in»t. , while cruising to 
the northward of Unimak pa^^s with his 
command for the puri)Oi*e of warning 
vessels in pursuit of seals not to enter 
Behriug sea, he fell in with the British 
schooner Eb Marvin, Caleb McDougall, 
master, of Victoria, B. C, having on 
board twenty-three man and all the im- 
)>letnents, tllft, ttO., aaOSBSHy iOV seal- 
ing. 

Upon being hailed. Captain McDougall 
said he was sealing. Caj)t;iiii Cotilson 
therefore lowereil a boat and sent Lieu- 
tenants Newcoiiib and Cant well to board 
and tlioroughly examine the vessi"l. It 
was then ascertained that the .Marvin 
had been boarded on July l. !>> the 
United States steamer Thetis near the 
Island of Unga, and fusnished with a 
copy of the president's priwlammation 
and the necessary warning was given to 
the master not to enter the Behring sea 
for the purpose of sealing. On that oc- 
casion the master reported that he "had 
no sealskins on board." 

He refused to allow the boarding offi- 
cers of the Thetis to indorse on his regis 
ter the fact that he had been notitie<l. 
and is reported as being otherwise "un- 
civil." On examination by the officers 
of the Rush, two fresh sealskins were 
found on board. The circumstances < )f 
the case and the' evident intent of the 
latter to continue sealing notwithstand- 
ing the warning was considered suffi- 
cient by Captain Coulson to .iustify the 
seisureofthe vessel. Lieutenant Qui- 
nan was place<l on board and the vessel, 
crew, arms, sealskins, papers, etc., were 
delivered into the custody of Lieutenant 
Commander Mead, United States navy, 
commanding the steamer Aliki. and 
were subsequently turned over to Cap- 
tain Turner, of h«r British majesty's ship 
Nymph, which wiltad at Onnalaska on 
the 7th inst 

Captain Hopper, commanding the rev- 
enue steamer Corwin, rmiorts to the 
treasury department, tmder date of 
Ounalaska, JtUy 18. the seizure of the 
American schooner La Ninfa. of San 
Francisco, near St. Paul's island, on the 
14th inst., for violation of the president s 
proclamation. This vessel was lioarded 
in Behring sea, and warned b}- the United 
States steamer Thetis on the Ith inst.. 
and a certificate to that effect indorsed 
on her manifest. She ha<l then on board 
nineteen sealskins. Instead of heeding 
the warning to leave, the La Ninta re- 
maineil there until seized seven da>j 
later by the Thetis. No additional skins 
were fount on her. Third Lieutenant 
Johnson was placed in charge of the 
prize, with a detail of four arme<l men. 
with orders to proceed to Ounalaski . 
The Corwin atTive<l there on the Ultli 
inst., and will await the arrival of the 
La Ninfa. 

On July l!-". the United States steam- 
ers Mohican, Alert and Thetis and the 
British ships Nymph and Phea.sant are 
cruising in Behring sea. The Mohican 
and Rush were at St. Paul's Island on 
the 15th. Eighty sealing vessels are 
known to be in the sea or on their way 
there. Captain Hopper says there has 
been a great deal of fog, which makes it 
difficult to find the sealers, but of those 
boarded the catch has been small on 
account of rough, windy weather. 

The treasury department is informed 
that the rorenne steamer Bear, Captain 
Healy commanding, sailed from Ounalas- 
ka, June 80. for Point Barrow, Alaska, 
and touched at the seal islands for the 
purpose of IsaTing the instractions to 
the treasury agents to limit the catch of 
the Alaska Commercial company this 
season to 7,600 sealskins. It is Isaned 
from other souross that thia oonpany 
has already secured thisnnmbirof skins, 
and that open sealing has besn entire- 
ly suspended for the sea s on. 

QUARREL ED OVC B DICE. 

Two IndlanlMte Kzobaas* Via* Bullota In 
a aa l ssa, 

Enoush, Ind., Atig. 10.— Crawford 
county is in a furor of excitement over 
the killing of Ben B. Brown. Jr., in Bob 
Kiini>eir8 saloon here Friday night. 
Brown had been drinking too freely 
during the day, and was engaged in a 
game of dice with Robert Pike, an Air 
Line brakeman, when a dispute arose. 
After a few hot words the men each 
drew their revolvers and bewail firing, to 
the l oiisteriiation of tlu; loungers in the 
place. 

Nine shots were fired, four by Pike 
from a murderous ItH-caliber pistol, 
every rme of which took effect, one pass- 
ing entirely through Browu'.s body, kill- 
iii;^ him almost instatitly. Pike escaped 
with but tiiree flesh wuunds; two in the 
h'ft arm and one in the breast, none of 
which are serious. Pike was placed un- 
der arre«t at once and taken to jail at 
Leavenworth. Before leaving he tele- 
;;ra]>hed his relatives in Chattanooga. 
Tenn.. that he had killed a man in self- 
defense, and nee<led assistance. He is 
aged about 'i.'* years, and single. 

Ben Browi. the murdered man. was a 
jirominent yoi'.ng fanner and politician, 
.1 nephew " of County Sheriff Brown. 
His age was twenty-four, and he was 
unmarried. He was a royal good fellow 
when sober, and but for bis reputation 
as a terror when drinking Us many 
friends would undoubtedly lynch his 
murderer.

The drouth is confintd to a few 
counties in Texas, but extends further 
IslaMazioo.

The Weather In Iowa. 

OrmiWA, Aug. 10.— A heavy wind 
of cyclonic proportions wa<< tiie con- 
summation of the terrific heat of the 
past two tiayR.

ASHLAMD, Aug. 10.— A tornado stmok 
this plaoe at 4 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon, demoraliaing buildings and tear- 
ing things up in general. A heavy rain 
accompanied it, flooding the streets for 
hours after. 

At Washburn, across the bay from 
Ashland, the torn.tdo's force wan more 
furious. Business blo<-ks were seriously 
damaged, and seven people in one build- 
ing w#re slightly injured. Professor 
Williams" circus was (giving a perform 
ance. The tents were torn to shreds, and 
scores ol peojile were in.jnretl, bnt for 
tunately only two })eoi)le were killed— 
George Belwil and Louis \Vils..ri. The 
animals esca])^d from their cages, and 
are still ruuing wild in the streets. 
About OO.OOO btishels of grain is dam- 
aged in the Chicago, St. Paul, Alinneap- 
olis and Omaha elevator. Several pleas- 
ure yachts were caught on Che<iuame- 
gon bay, and have not been heard from 
as yet. 

The roof was stripped from the Fifield 
block. The Swt»diKh Baptist church was 
lifted four feet from its foundations and 
turned around, and numerous suiall 
buildings twisted about. On the bay 
front half a dozen little yachts were 
moored. They all broke away from their 
fastenings and were wrecked uism the 
shore. Among them is the handsome 
little Sheeny, which won the race a week 
ago. The t<)tal damage amounts to $10,- 
000. 

The worst efl'ects of the storm were 
experienced at Washburn, on the op- 
posite side of the bay. The postoffice 
building, a frame structure on Main 
street, in whi< h were half a dozen per- 
sons, collapsed, and caught the inmates 
in what seemed to be a death trap, but 
by a fortimate lodgement of timbers 
they all escaped without injury, except 
two women, one of whom suffered a 
broken leg, and the other a contusion of 
the head. Half a doMB otiMr tmlldiNPi 
are badly wrecked. 

The roof of the Omaha elevator was 
If ted up and dashed into the bay, expos- 
ing the stock of wheat to the rain. Der- 
ricks and hoisting engines at the coal 
dock were blown over and ruined, and 
many thousand feet of Inmber piled in 
the yards of the Bigelow milw were 
blown into tlie water. Several sail boats 
are reported lost on Cheqnamegon bay, 
but report* are not verified, and until 
the full extent of the storm is known 
the damage to marine interests can not 
be computed. The damag* at Wash- 
bura is probably $.50,000. 

THE WAR NING NOT HEEDED,

Whipped by a Mob of Resulators. 

New Orleans, Aug. 10.— News comes 
from Wesson, Miss., of the flogging of 
two white women by a party of white 
men on Wednesday night. The women 
caBM from the nortii and were known at 
Agnes Reaidon aad Mamie Hospel. 
They often visited a camp in the out- 
skirts of town at which two negroes 
were freijtient visitors. A notice was 
)>osted on tlie door of the cabin warning 
the four to leave town. TiNgr didnm 
hwd the warning. 

Wednesday night a party of thirty 
men went to the cabin, knocked down 
the door and captured the inmates. 
Tliey were stripped to the waist and 
hound to trees. The men took turns in 
Hogging tlie bare backs with a black- 
snake whip, every sf r(jke bringing blood. 
The ^vomen received from forty-five to 
to fifty lashes each aad then fainted 
from pain. 

The men looked at the terrible poaish* 
ment and were given a larger dose. 

Aftei- the women had regained con- 
sciousness they and the two men were 
allowed to return to the cabin and dress. 
Then they started north on the railroad.

Tho yacht Nay, owned and sailed 
by Captain ,T. M. Burke, started on a 
cruise about the bay yesterday after- 
noon, having on board four men and five 
chihiren. Thert was a light breeze blow- 
ing, but yachtsmen say the bont was 
overcrowded.
